THE NEW HOLDEN HALL 

HOLDEN HALL 


A new boys' dormitory is being built 
to replace the present building, Holden 
Hall, the gift of Liberty E. Holden of 
the Class of 1853. The first Holden 
Hall was dedicated in 1909. Mr. Hol- 
den, editor of the Cleveland Plain Deal- 
er, also gave the former principal's 
home — at present Mr. Hanscom’s home. 
Holden Hall served as a dormitory for 
both boys and girls until the building 
of the Students’ Home in 1925. 

The new building, a gift from Mr. 
Bingham, built on the corner of Church 
and Summer Streets on the site of the 
Twaddle homestead, is designed by 
Randolph Evans, architect; and the 
construction is being supervised by 
Robert Gleason, engineer of Barr and 
Lane, Incorporated. It consists of two 
wings, one 127 feet long and the other 
104 feet long; and is two and one-half 


stories high. The main and infirmary 
entrances on Summer Street have con- 
crete steps with wrought iron railings. 

The architecture is severe New Eng- 
land Georgian in style. The outside 
walls are twenty inches thick, with 
asbestos wool insulation. The floors 
and roof are of aerocrete construction, 
and the roof is covered with slate. The 
trim will be white, and the green blinds 
and the small panes of glass in the 
windows will carry out the colonial de- 
sign. 

The building will house forty-four 
boys in eleven double and twenty-two 
single rooms. There will be suites for 
three masters, and a bedroom for the 
master coming in at night for supervis- 
ory duties. Besides the boys’ and mas- 
ters’ living quarters, the first floor con- 
tains an office; shower room; a recrea- 
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tion room with facilities for pool, ping 
pong, and smaller games; a combina- 
tion library and reception room with a 
small kitchenette and a guests’ retiring 
room; and an infirmary consisting of 
two two bed wards, a bath, a serving 
kitchen and a nurse’s room. The second 
door is given over to living quarters for 
twenty two boys and two masters. In 
the basement, in addition to the rooms 
for trunk storage and janitor’s supplies, 
there will be room for drying athletic 
equipment, an athletic equipment store- 
room, a hobby room equipped with 
work benches for the use of the boys, 

ALUMNI 

The new athletic field, another mani- 
festation of Mr. Bingham’s generosity, 
was built during the summer of 1938 
on the site of the old athletic field; 
which was acquired in 1922 by various 
means, including gifts by Mr. Bing- 
ham, money raised by the students of 
the Academy, gifts from the Alumni, 
and on land which was bought from 
various citizens of Bethel. 

The construction of this field, in- 
volved many difficulties such as the 
moving of 20,000 cubic yards of earth 
with approximately 10,000 cubic yards 
of top soil obtained from the land be- 
low the field, and 10,200 square feet of 
sod were used to surface the field. The 
grade at the south end had to be low- 
ered 13 feet. Some work still remains 
to be done around the edges of the 
field, together with the usual levelling 
and rolling common to new construc- 
tion. 

This field will be used for track, foot- 
ball, and baseball. A backstop will be 
erected outside the track in the north- 
west corner of the field. The distance 
from home plate along the left foul 
line to Church Street is 270 feet, with 


and a room for storage of skiis and bi- 
cycles, which may be reached by an 
outside ramp. 

The floors in the corridors and recre- 
ation room will be of rubber tile, with 
linoleum to be used in the boys’ rooms. 
The furniture will be made of maple, 
of a dark honey color, colonial in de- 
sign, and absolutely plain. 

The building, to be dedicated at Com- 
mencement, will be opened for occu- 
pancy at the beginning of the fall term 
in September, 1939.

FIELD 

practically unlimited space in right and 
center fields. There will be three jump- 
ings pits built for the running broad 
jump, high jump, and pole vault, to- 
gether with the shot put circle. The jav- 
lin and discus events will be held on 
the lower land on the west side of the 
field. 

The new cinder track, which is one 
of the fastest in the state, was built 
with a bed of cinders approximately 
ten inches thick. This track is 15 feet 
wide except for the straightaway of 
150 yards which has a width of 20 feet. 

New bleachers, built in sections four 
tiers high and accomodating 400 people, 
have been ordered to augment the pres- 
ent bleachers now in use. 

The girls’ athletic field, behind the 
principal’s home, has been widened so 
that the field will be approximately 300 
feet by 250 feet. Two new tennis 
courts, adjoining those in the rear of 
the Marian True Gehring Students’ 
Home, will be surfaced with an asphalt 
compound, which will make it possible 
for them to be used both early in the 
spring and late in the fall.

COMMERCIAL NOTES 


The student body of Gould, as well 
as the teachers, were very much pleased 
with the talk and demonstration con- 
ducted by Chester Soucek, representa- 
tive of the Underwood Typewriter Com- 
pany. Mr. Soucek, brought here 
through the courtesy of the Lewiston 
and Portland offices of this company, 
brought out in his talk the five essen- 
tial qualities which the successful typ- 
ist must acquire. After these introduc- 
tory remarks, he demonstrated on the 
Underwood by writing several tests at 
varying speeds. 

One particular part of this demon- 
stration, which amused his audience 
greatly was his imitation of the aver- 
age typist learning to typewrite. He 
showed several of the ways in which 
these beginners waste time and motion; 
and then finished by writing at the 
same rate with perfect rhythm. 

Mr. Soucek is a former World's 
Amateur Champion, and also competed 
m the National Professional Champion- 
ship Contest at Toronto, Canada, last 


summer. In this contest he wrote at 
134 net five-stroke words a minute for 
an hour, and had the highest accuracy 
rating of anyone writing in the contest. 

It was a distinct pleasure for the 
Commercial Department to be able 
to present this very interesting and in- 
structive demonstrator to the school. 

A new socialized textbook has been 
secured for the Bookkeeping I class 
and, to date, the results are favorable. 
This course emphasizes two phases of 
training: first, the personal-use and 
social fields and later looks into book- 
keeping for vocational use. The Book- 
keeping II students are working on the 
Comprehensive Corporation Set. 

This year the Shorthand II students 
have a new office practice book with 
work books. Each week one girl re- 
ports on a section of the book, and then 
projects are done in the work book. 
Office practice was started at the be- 
ginning of the winter term. The last 
six weeks will be spent in speed work. 
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HOME ECONOMICS 


The Freshman Class began the school 
year with the largest number of girls, 
twenty-five in all. The first semester 
was spent in sewing; each girl making 
an apron to wear later. During the sec- 
ond semester they studied cooking, es- 
pecially the preparation of foods for 
breakfast. First Aid and Home Nurs- 
ing will be studied next ; and they will 
finish the year with cleaning the cot- 
tage. 

The Sophomore Class of twenty girls 
studied cooking during the fall term, 
especially the preparation of dishes for 
luncheons. They sewed next, and will 
study Home Management for the rest 
of the school year. 


There are seventeen girls in the .Jun- 
ior Class this year. They have taken 
up sewing ; and have also studied the 
preparation of luncheons, which were 
served in the cottage with members of 
the faculty as guests. Each girl acted 
in turn as hostess, waitress, and cook. 
They will study Home Furnishings for 
the remainder of the term. 

The twelve girls taking Senior Home 
Economics studied dietetics, and pre- 
pared special foods for invalids. Part 
of the time was used to prepare dishes 
taken from the lists that the girls made 
out of things they particularly wanted 
to learn how to prepare. They sewed 
next, and will study Family Relation- 
ships for the remainder of the year. 


MANUAL TRAINING 


The ninth annual exhibit of the work 
done in the Manual Training Depart- 
ment was held March 23. There was a 
exhibit of projects this year; probably 
one of the largest and best ever shown 
at the Academy. The articles were var- 
ied and numerous, due to the large en- 
rollment in the department. The entire 
enrollment was fifty-six; the Freshmen 
leading with nineteen members. 

The Freshmen began their work with 
the usual required project; a nail box, 
or a knife and fork box. After the re- 
quired projects were completed, the 
students had their choice of small arti- 
cles they wished to make. A great vari- 
ety of small projects such as: meat 
boards, knife racks, clocks, book ends, 
and many other useful articles, too 
numerous to name, were completed. 

The Sophomore class w r as second in 
enrollment with seventeen members. 
The required project was a combination 


letter file, drawers, and bookeiuls. The 
projects were soon completed, and then 
larger or more difficult projects were
